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Appeal Fails... President 
- Upholds Coed's Supension

A 23-year-old graduate stu- 

dent’s appeal of her suspension 
from college on charges that 
she possessed seven miniature 
wine bottles while a guest in 
Othrys Hall, has been denied by 
the administration. 
’ Although there was no or- 
ganized protest to the suspen- 
sion, many students interview- 
ed by Titan Times felt that the 
penalty was too severe, 

College rules prohibit pos- 
session of any kind of alcoholic 
beverages on campus or in the 
residence hall, and violation of 
the rules is dismissal from the 
college by the Dean of Stu- 
dents. 

The student, an education ma- 
jor, told Titan Times she has 
not yet decided whether she'll 
‘return here next semester..Pres. 
Langsdorf said last week she 
would: be allowed to register 


again at the Spring semester - 


“without prejudice.” 


Titan Times Is 
Lauded For JFK 
Death Coverage 


Titan Times received national 
recognition this week for cov- 
erage of John F. Kennedy’s as- 
sassination last November. 

College Press Review and the 
National Council of College Pub- 
lications Advisers presented 
representative samples of 83 
campus newspapers that paid 
tribute to the late President, and 
ran a picture of the Titan Times 
front page. 

Also singled out for recog- 
nition was Titan Times News 
Editor Jchn Hardy, who edited 
one of 16 college newspapers 
in the nation to print extra edi- 
tions or include news of the 
tragedy in their regular Friday 
editions. Hardy was editor of 
Santa Ana College’s “El Don.”

Hails Prop. 2 
Bond Passage 


Passage of Proposition 2, the 
$380 million school bond issue, 
was hailed this week by Presi- 
dent William Langsdorf, be- 
cause the school can now go 
ahead with building projects 
for the next two years. 

But he said California will 
have problems with construc- 
tion after 1965-66 unless other 
means of raising money are 
found. 

Among building projects to 
get the green light is complete 
equipment for the music-speech- 
drama building, swimming pools 
for the gymnasium area, addi- 
tional equipment for the letters 
and science building, cafeteria, 
and working drawings for the 
humanities building. 

“Passage of the bond issue is 
very encouraging,” he said. “We 
can go ahead with our building 
projects for this year and next 
to accommodate our increasing 
enrollment. 

He said alternate methods of 
financing would be a pay-as-you- 
go method or from taking roy- 
alties from off-shore oil drilling, 
as proposed by Gov. Brown.

Students Give Views on Election 


America’s national election 
spectacle, as always, was pre- 
ceded by speculation and poll 
taking, but one of the most ac- 
curate polls of the California 
voting was a mock election held 
here last week. 

The national and state elec- 
tion returns also drew varied 
reactions from students. 

Student voting paralleled na- 
tional-state voting in supporting 
President Lyndon Johnson over 
Barry Goldwater by a 309-266 
margin and George Murphy over 
Pierre Salinger by 301-276 for 
senator. 

On the controversial Proposi- 
tion 14, to abolish all state 
“fair” housing laws, students 
voted “yes” 296-250. State vot- 


ers approved the issue by a 2-1 
majority. 

Students also agreed with 
state figures in supporting 
Propositions 13 and 15 and op- 
posing Prop. 16. 

Commenting on Republican 
George Murphy’s upset victory, 
Dave Ribacchi, Youth for Sal- 
inger Chairman of Orange 
County commented: “Sen, Sal- 
inger was defeated not because 
of carpet-bagging, or his op- 
position to Prop. 14, or a Dem- 
ocratic CDC split. He was de- 
feated by all three, plus other 
less important factors, 

“T am not remorseful in de- 
feat but I feel that we've lost 
positive representation. I would 
like to thank those who sup- 


ported Pierre Salinger and I ex- 
tend my congratulations to Sen- 
ator-elect Murphy and his sup- 
porters,” he said. 

Here is the reaction of oth- 
ers: 

Peggy Holcomb — “I’m glad 
LEJ won but I wish Salinger 
had won also. I didn’t like the 
way the votes went on Propo- 
sition 14. There was too much 
name calling in the election, 
both local and nationally.” 

Ralph Garcia — “There was 
too much mud slinging . . . Sal- 
inger didn’t have the right to 
run. He couldn’t even vote for 
himself . . . I’m glad for Mur- 
phy.

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Suspension Should Lead 
To Review of Policies 


The recent suspension of a 23-year-old graduate coed 
for possession of alcoholic beverages in the campus res- 
idence hall brings to light a major need for reconsidera- 
tion of college policies regarding suspension and violation 
of administrative regulations. 


Probably the most significant issue about this case is 
not that a rule was broken and the prescribed penalty 
-assessed, but that the penalty in this situation is more 
severe than warranted for the violation. 


We agree with the administration that possession of 
alcoholic beverages in a college room, in which students 
under 21 reside, is wrong. 


But in this situation the bottles were only samples, 
probably not containing enough beverage to induce in- 
toxication in one person. There was no indication that 
anyone intended to open the bottles and certainly no in- 
dication that any beverage had been consumed in the 
room, 


Suspunsion seems to be an extremely severe penalty 
for this violation. The administration has said that the 
suspension is for one semester only. However, because 
some of the student’s required courses will not be offered 
next semester, the suspension is, for practical purposes, a 
year in duration. The student also loses a $100 “‘good citizen” 
scholarship from Fullerton Junior College and over $100 in 
books and fees. 


We can see that the prescribed punishment would be 
appropriate for an offense in which alcoholic beverages 
were consumed or offered to others, but this was not the 
case. 


The evidence is overpowering that NO WRONGFUL 
INTENT existed at all. 


Rules should be flexible, and our administration should 
realize that. The college should leave itself some leeway 
within which a penalty can fluctuate depending on the 
exact nature of the violation. 

The administration should review this policy immedi- 
ately, with the possibility of re-admitting this student and 
laying down some less severe punishment. 

A quick move in this direction would certainly raise 
the stature of our college administration, Flexibility when 
dealing with students is a virtue. Students are people. They 
will occasionally stray from college rules and an occasion- 
al measure is needed to control them. 

But a college is intended to educate, and when edu- 
cation is halted without extreme cause, the college is de- 
feating its own purpose.

Just how did 
it get there? 

The tale of the whale began 
two years ago when a man from 
the Fullerton Youth Museiwm 
and Natural Science Center 
called Dr. Bayard Brattstrom to 
tell him a whale had washed 
up on the beach at Camp Pen- 
dleton Marine Base. Dr. Bratt- 
strom, who teaches a compara- 
tive anatomy class at the col- 
lege, will accept just about any- 
thing dead that has bones, 

Brattstrom stated that upon 
arrival they found the specimen 
to be a pilot whale weighing 
about two tons. Immediately a 
problem arose. “The whale was 
a big pile of blubber that had 
been two days in the sun, and 
so it smelled pretty bad,” Bratt- 
strom said. 

Nerveless Student 

Luckily for those. involved 
one of the students had lost his 
olafactory nerves in a football 
accident and so he had no sense 
of smell. Needless to say Dr. 
Brattstrom went about his busi- 
ness far upwind while this stu- 
dent was given the down wind 
chores, 

No one knew just why the 
whale had been driven ashore. 
“A killer whale might have 
chased him to the beach or he 
might have been sick.” Bratt- 
strom said. 

300 Pound Head 

Unable to take the entire 
whale back to CSCF, it was 
decided that they would remove 
the 300 pound head and haul it 
back with them; the skull be- 
ing useful for comparative anat- 
omy. The smell-less student 
Was once more appointed to the 
downwind section while Bratt- 
strom and the other student 
took the upper. 

Once removed, the head was 
hauled up the beach with ropes, 
loaded on a truck, and delivered 
to the Fullerton campus. The 
head spent its first year at the 
college adorning a neighboring 
orange field. Here it was left 
to the sun’s rays to dry the 
specimen. 


Swedish Study 
Information

Most specimens only take a 
few weeks to dry out, but due 
to the large fat and oil con- 
tent of whales, this one has 
taken two years. Last year the 
head was removed from the 
field and placed on the roof of 
the letters and science building. 

“Its not unusual to have skel- 
etons drying on college or mu- 
seum rooftops,” Brattstrom 
Said, “Last summer when I was 
on the roof of the Los Angeles 
County Museum, they had four 
giraffes and 12 antelopes dry- 
ing.” 

The sun’s rays are only part 
of the process. A large part of 
the cleaning process is done by 
the beetie. Dermestid beetles 
eat away the decaying matter 
from the dead animal which 
hastens the process. 

The gigantic skull is now 
ready for final cleaning proc- 
esses, and soon will come down 
from the roof. Brattstrom does 
not know for sure just when 
this will be done; maybe he 
just doesn’t know where to put 
it,

his drawing on a grid of spher- 
ical stryene blank, he plots an- 
chor points whose aerocentric 
coordinates are accurately 
known. The surface markings 
are all placed within two de- 
grees. He has devised his own 
scale of color which consists of 
10 steps. 

The various areas are filled 
in with the 10 graded pigments, 
ranging from very pale rust 
orange through mixtures of or- 
ange and gray to black. Roth, 
said “no brush marks are visi- 
ble on the globe and pains are 
taken to give each marking its 


proper degree of diffuseness. 
Some globes have been colored 
with a nonreflecting but some- 
what delicate mat spray, oth- 
ers with a very durable but 
rather glossier plastic coating.” 

Roth has made 13 Mars mod- 
els, 12 and 16 inches in diamet- 
er. These sizes correspond to 
scales of 350-262 miles per 
inches. The 16 inch Mars globe 
is on permanent public display at 
the Griffith Observatory and 
Planetarium in Los Angeles. 

Roth plans to continue his 
work with the globes until grad- 
uation, then he hopes to go into 
illustrating.
